After a first hand inspection trip 
by Mr: Barber he informed Com- 
missioner Rardin that the SRD di- 
vision office in Fort’ Lauderdale 
had been instructed to top the 
trees,

It is estimated that from 85-90 
per cent of’ the fall green’ bean 
crop was destroyed. According to 
LewisJ. Fraser, sales manager at 
W. H. Vann Inc., one of the oldest 
and largest packing plants in Pa- 
hokee, shipments of green beans 
dropped from 50 to 55 cars per’ 
day before the frost to 8 or 19 
cars Monday. `' 

The peak of the fall season 
had it not been for the frost. 

It is believed that farmers wil 


-|leave the damaged beans in the 


field and salvage the beans they 
will produce from new growth. 
Some farmers in this section last 
year almost paid expenses on beans 
salvaged from damaged: vines. 

Corn was damaged some but is 
still being harvested. Celery and 
cabbage also escaped damage. 
These crops will be ready for har- 
vest around the middle of Decem- 
ber. 

Hundreds of packing house em- 
ployes and bean pickers and con- 
tractors were thrown out of jobs.

TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
supreme court has announced that 
on January 1,- neW stream-lined 
rules for handling civil lawsuits 
will take effect. These are the pro- 
duct of years’ of work on the part 
of members of the Florida State 
Bar association, and of members 
of the court. They have jointly 
evolved new rules that eliminate 
much of the dead wood of legal 
practice, and which conform to the 
revised rules already in effect in 
federal courts. Present rules have 
changed but little since they were 
adopted in 1892, except for some 
revision in the chancery acts. Un- 
der the new rules, only issues of 
fact that are in-dispute will bé ‘pre- 
sented to juries. The old rule day 
is abolished.

To See Florida Cows | 
Knee-Deep In Grass 


MEAMI—Among the more than 
2,000 cattiemen expected to attend 
the 53rd Annual Convention of the 
American National Live Stock As- 
sociation here January 4-7, there 
will "be many on the lookout for 
greener pastures -into which to 
move their herds, John DuPuis, 
Chairman of the Convention Com- 
mittee, said’ today. 

Severe western winters and cur- 
tailment of rangeland expansion in 
the west by government land hoèd- 
ings, said DuPuis, are causi: 
ranchers to look for better loca- 
tions for their billion-dollar busi- 
ness, 

DuPuis said many of the stock- 
men attending the Convention are 
planning eariy arrival or stayovers 
in Florida to look over the state's 
potentialities. 

DuPuis, a Dade county dairymaní 
and eman, said Florida will be 
E age visiting cattlemen 
a winter ‘scene new to’ most of 
them. Acciistomed to having to 
house and grain-feed: their stoc 
through grim winters, the western 
visitors will’ see Florida cattle 
knee-deep in lush pasture. 

Florida will be able to show the 
cattlemen great advances in the 
building up of herds and develop- 
ment of pastures, said the Miami 
stockman. The state now has more 
than 500,000 acres of planted past- 
ure, with several milliion acres 
capable of development, he said. 
Moreover, he added, the by-pro- 
ducts of thé'/citrus and sugar in- 
dustries have created a supply of 
good homegrown feed to supple: 
ment‘ year-round grazing. 

Decision of a large number ot 
the western cattlemen to ‘move 
their operations to Florida, saij 
DuPuis, could raise this state to 
the forefront of cattle-producing 
areas. Florida now fluctuates be- 
tween 14th and 19th among cattle-
